Another major tragedy struck 
Hongkong. yesterday: when: six 
people were killed and 10 injured 
in a collapse of pile-driving 
machinery at Kansu Strect, Yau- 
mati, Apparently the fall of the 
80-feet structure followed the 
terrific gust of wind which 
whirled over ‘the Colony at 4 
p.m. doing damage.in several 
places. 


A harrowing scene of dead and 
dying met those who rushed from the 
Yaumatl Police Station ‘to give 
assistance, The bodies of those ex~ 
tracted from the wreckage and debris 
were mostly those of poople who had 


taken shelter from the rain in the 


Man Sun Firewood Yard. 
The giant framework crashed across 
the rondway killing at, least two of 


its crew and cut a wooden building’ 


in halves on the other side of Kansu 
Street. It was there that its fAop 
end fell from 80 feet on the victims. 

Of the survivors, two are so erltlc- 
ally SI} that they aro not expected 
to survive, : 3 

The collapse occurred at 4 p.m. and 
was heard above the noise of the 
streets for a long distance. Yaumati 
Pollee Station is almost adjoining ond 
Sergt. J, Forrest rushed out on hearing 
the crash. :

across the entire width of Kansu 
Street and Its top had plerced the roof 
of the corrugated fron and wood shed 
of the Man Sun’ Firewood Company.

A coolle working In the yard at the 
ume, Li Tsul, 37, of Mo Tau Wai 
Road, was killed almost instantly b 
the terrific Impact. He must have td 
the direct violence of the fall as he 
was struck by the'end of the pile 
driver. 

A‘woman coolle who had come 
from Mangkok to collect firewood at 
the yard was also killed nearby,’ 

The body of a boy was recovered 
from the wreckage. It is not clear 
whether he was related to the woman 
or was a passer-by, 

An unidentified Chinese who walk- 
ed into the yard for shelter was killed 
outright. 

The foreman of the pile driver 
gang, Mr. Claudlo -Zenokio Mathias, 
49, of Tung Chol Street, was so 
badly injured in the head and body 
that he di¢d before admission to 
hospital. Enquiries have not re- 
vealed how he -was struck. 

A Chinese member of the gang rea 
celved similar injuries ond died on 
dhe way to hospital. It is thought 
dhat he was on the framework when 
It was borne to earth by the wind, 

Ten Chinese in the vicinity—most 
of them passers-by who had taken 
shelter in the Firewood Yard—were 
injured in the crash. At least two of 
them are not expected to live and 
none of them has injurles which could 
be described as casual, °

His message may well come 
home to the democratic peoples 
of Europe, for he pointed out 
that democracy could: not thrive 
in the existing atmosyhere of 
international insecurity, since 
mili- 
tarist regimentation and _the 
denial of all that democracy 
stands for, freedom _ of speech, 
of peaceful assembly, of st0- 
ligion.” That indeed is the im- 
portant point. As long as the 
totalitarian Governments sub-. 
ordinate individual freedom to 
state ends.and make violence for 
self-centred national purposes 
the principal tool of their poli- 
ties, democracies are compelled 
to arm in self-defence. In other 
words, they are driven—re- 
luctantly, no doubt, but. none 
the less surely—to imitate those 
whose idenls and methods: they 
detest and in the process to 
sacrifice much of their own de- 
mocratic idealism. . In these cir- 
cumstances, the revival ‘and 
strengthening of the League of 
Nations becomes’ not “merely 
desirable for its own-sake, but 
also imperative for tho purpose 
of saving democratic civilisation. 
True and.lasting peace, says the 
American President, is. “based 
on positive international ° co-

Green cross was 
turned out in quantilics amounting to 
439 tons per month, nnd totalling in 
the whole war 16,660 -tons, Also 288 
tons of blue cross were turned out 
every month, n total quantity amount- 
ing to about 3,000 tons in the whole 
War, 

At Ludwigshafen there were manu- 
fuctured month by month 288 tons of 
phosgene, totalling 10,682 tons during 
the war; while other firms produced 
245 tons of chloro-picrin, the output 
during the whole war being 7,127 tons, 


Explosion Warning 
It is usual for the victor in a war to 


demand the complete disarmament of 
the vanquished. This obligation was 


imposed upon conquered Germany by - 


the Allics, especially in respect of the. 
most dangerous of all weapons, polson 
gas.

poison gnscs in Germany, thelr import, 
or their export. Not until the ex- 
plosion of tho phosgene container at 
Hamburg did the Allics realise that the 


aforesaid Jaw had a big Joophole. The’

Use of Arsenic 


Arsenic {5 important tn the prcnatic 
Not many rich deposils 
of arsenic nre known, not many worth 
exploiting. In Germany, there are 
those of the Harz Mountnins and the 
Erzgebirge: in Czechoslovakin those of - 
Joachimsthal; in France, Wiose of Alle- 
mont and Sante-Marie-nux-Mines; in 
England, those of Cornwall; In Hun- 
Kury, those of Kapnik and Orawitza; in 
Italy, those of Darden; In Russia, thase 
of Zmeoll, There are also smull 
mines in Chile, Mexico and New 
Zenland. - 

* These various sources sre: sufficient 
to supply the world’s legitimate de 
mand for arsenic. By far the richest 
arsenical mines in the world, however, 
are In Sweden, twenty-flve miles from 
the Gulf of Bothnin, Here, at 
Bollden, are mined rich deposits of - 
ore nt a depth of 1,200 feet. 

The ores worked at Bollden con- 
tain gold, silver, arsenic and other

Dis- 
may has been eaused particular- 
ly by the Austrian Chancellor's 
visit to Rome. : 


Signor Gaydon, It. 5 sroncrally 
agreed, “let the cat out of the bart" 
when he wrote In the Giornale 
D'ltalia that a Nozi would be ap- 
pointed shortly to the Austrian 
Cabinet. Dr. Schuschnigg's denial 
does not nlay the suspicion that a 
seeret “deal” has been made, or. 1s 
about to be made, by the dictators 
of Germany, Italy and Austria, . 

Dr. Schuschnigg hos been trying 
for months to strengthen his delicate 
position in the country, but has fur- 
ther alfenated all but a froup of 
devoted Roman Catholics. While this 
group has attempted to’ popularise 
the {dea of an independent Roman 
Catholic Austrian, Nazi ‘“cclls” have 
slowly multiplied and Reich news~ 
papers—with ‘thelr pan-German rc- 
frain--have increased their cireula~ 
tion in the country. 

Dr. Schuschnigg, It $s believed, 
went to.Rome ‘to inform Signor 
Mussolini of the Austrian’s Govern~ 
ment’s fatlure to convince a sufficient 
number of, Austrians of the benefits 
of independence.
